Attached are TIFF images of the composite packer assembly (F03.001 15) which we submitted a 
couple of weeks ago, the drag spring type setting tool (F03.00264), the drag block type setting 
tool (F03.00268), and a drawing of the packer made up to the drag block setting tool 
(F03.00166). 

To set the packer is casing, the drill pipe, which is connected to the setting tool, is rotated to the 

rieht -25 turns This moves a sleeve on the setting tool down to push the upper set of packer QJ

slips outward until they contact the casing ID. Tension is then applied to the setting tool and the <£/> 

packer mandrel. The packer is connected to the setting tool with shear pins. Tension compresses 

the packer elements against the upper slips and sets them and the lower slips against the casing g 

ID. The shear pins then shear, releasing the setting tool from the packer assy. An additional 20 |g- 

turns to the right releases the drag blocks and setting sleeve from the stinger, allowing the stinger W 

to move into the packer assy far enough to manipulate the sliding sleeve valve. HI 
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
